Press)—Down on the coast of South- 
em Oregon there is a mysterious old 
old hull—a wreck that antedates the 
memories of the earliest settlers in 
the Oregon county. 


The hold of the ancient craft con­ 
tains a cargo of metal 
bars, brass 
and copper perhaps even gold. 
This 
much was determined last year for 
the first time by an 
organized ex­ 
ploring part that braved 
the swift 
tide and quicksands of Neskowin for 
a few hours just long enough to as­ 
certain that the hold contained ingots 
of some kind. 


The curious ones were then driven 
back by the 
inmshing tide. 
When 
the water had 
retreated 
again, the 
tricky Neskowin sands 
had 
shifted 
and the wreck was almost 
out 
of 
sight. 


This summer the mystery is to bei 
solved, residents of the Neskowin dis| 
trick declare. 
They are prepared to 
spend a considerable sum of money 
in excavating. 
When all plans are 
ready the trick must be turned in a 
few hours—between tides—or not at 


all. 
Success of the 
expedition ad­ 
mittedly ^epends to a 
great cxten*. 
upon the favor of the elements, for 
in the constantly shifting sands and 
tides the wreck is sometimes raised 
high above the beach, and again cov­ 
ered with tons of sand and almost 
submerged from sight. 


The treasure-seekers will endeavor 
to make their drive on 
a favorable 
i day, when the 
tide is low and the 
i wreck 
comparatively clear of sand. 
It is planned to cut through the hold 


j with axes and shovels, and 
remove 


| as much of the metal as possible bee- 


| fore the incoming tide drive the in­ 
vaders back.
